In  our  sixth  year  at  C.  H.  S.  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Coble  and  Mrs. 
Moody,  only  three  joined  our  noble  clan:  Louise  Harris,  George  Hair,  and  Anne 
Cline.  Resigning  at  the  conclusion  of  this  year  were:  David  Bowen,  Myrtle  Bink¬ 
ley,  Anne  Cline,  Clyde  Beck,  Patricia  Harper,  Hal  Transou,  and  Joe  Holder. 

With  the  arrival  of  a  new  producer,  Mr.  Potts,  came  a  new  look  about  our 
playhouse,  as  it  was  freshly  renovated.
